How to Learn W ithout Actual Harm 


AS though ‘in answer to the sunny’ 
~~spring. days that are coming upon 
us, someone has_developed a method of 
teaching pupils in 
their sleep. It is true 
that the landg-ogmod 
knowledge under’ this 
expert’s system is im- 
parted to a class of 
boys who have been 
put to sleep by hyp- 
nosis.
